FDR Irked by 
Easement of 
Penalties 


Washington, June 30 —(/P)—Pres- 


ident Roosevelt today approved a 
one-year extension of the 
price 


control and stabilization acts and 
in 
an 
accompanying 
statement 


mildly rebuked Congress for relax- 
ing the penalties against price law 
violators. 


Generally Mr. Roosevelt praised 


Congress for its action In renew- 
ing the life of the Office of Price 
Administration and other stabiliza- 
tion agencies. He noted that 
the 


legislators 
"rejected 
all pieas" 


for amendments which would have 
upset the administration's anti-in- 
flation program. 


"Some of the amendments intro- 


duced in the stabilization extension 
act may make it somewhat harder 
to hold the line," his 
statement 


said, "But I am advised by 
the 


enforcing, agencies that in 
their 


opinion the line can be held against 
inflationary price increases if they 
are supported in a firm adminis- 
tration of the law in accordance 
with its basic objectives." 


The price control act passed Con- 


gress on a compromise basis last 
week after administration 
forces 


managed to tone 
down 
amend- 


ments they said would have brok- 
en cost-of-living controls. 


"In enacting the stabilization ex- 


tension act," the president 
said, 


"the Congress has performed a sig- 
nal service." 


But he added that an amendment 


relaxing the penalties against non- 
wilful violations of pric(^ and' stabi- 
lization controls may "obstruct-the 
effective enforcement of the law." 


"I hope that experience may not 


justify my fear," he said. "But if 
it should turn out that the enforc- 
ing officers encounter serious diffi- 
culties in bringing chiselers - and 
black market operators to book, I 
shall ask the Congress to remove 
the difficulties."

FDR Irked by 
Easement of 
Penalties 


Washington, June 30 —(/P)—Pres- 


ident Roosevelt today approved a 
one-year extension of the 
price 


control and stabilization acts and 
in 
an 
accompanying 
statement 


mildly rebuked Congress for relax- 
ing the penalties against price law 
violators. 


Generally Mr. Roosevelt praised 


Congress for its action In renew- 
ing the life of the Office of Price 
Administration and other stabiliza- 
tion agencies. He noted that 
the 


legislators 
"rejected 
all pieas" 


for amendments which would have 
upset the administration's anti-in- 
flation program. 


"Some of the amendments intro- 


duced in the stabilization extension 
act may make it somewhat harder 
to hold the line," his 
statement 


said, "But I am advised by 
the 


enforcing, agencies that in 
their 


opinion the line can be held against 
inflationary price increases if they 
are supported in a firm adminis- 
tration of the law in accordance 
with its basic objectives." 


The price control act passed Con- 


gress on a compromise basis last 
week after administration 
forces 


managed to tone 
down 
amend- 


ments they said would have brok- 
en cost-of-living controls. 


"In enacting the stabilization ex- 


tension act," the president 
said, 


"the Congress has performed a sig- 
nal service." 


But he added that an amendment 


relaxing the penalties against non- 
wilful violations of pric(^ and' stabi- 
lization controls may "obstruct-the 
effective enforcement of the law." 


"I hope that experience may not 


justify my fear," he said. "But if 
it should turn out that the enforc- 
ing officers encounter serious diffi- 
culties in bringing chiselers - and 
black market operators to book, I 
shall ask the Congress to remove 
the difficulties."

Hollywood— Just us if things gen- 


erally weren't confusing e n o u g h, 
Hollywood is hiiving its own minor 
wave of perplexity over one of its 
perennial, fundamental 
problems. 


Like newcomers to parenthood, it's 
hovering over a flock of celluloid 
cradles mutlonng, 
"What'll we 


name it?" 


You might think that naming a 


movie is simple business, like de- 
ciding what meat to skip on "Meal- 
less Tuesday," or how many miles 
to a gallon you'll get 
when you 


haven't got it. But all over town 
you find evidence to the contrary. 
You find orphan epics, bereft of 
titles. 


At RKO you run into a movie 


described as "the untilled Sinatra," 
At Columbia you are 
confronted 


with an "untitled Kay Kyser," and 
at the same studio that film about 
Chopin languished, nameless, 
for 


months although Paul Muni, Merle 
Oberon and Cornell Wilde acted as 
industriously as though they knew 
what they were doing. 


There was a time when the set 


was closed, perhaps for fear some 
visiting scribe might write a line — 
then shoot himself in frustration be- 
cause he didn't know what he was 
writing about, For a while it was 
"Ihe untitled Chopin," then it was 
just "Chopin" (but only in private, 
because people might think the 
picture was really about Chopin, 
which it is, and Chopin naturally 
isn't box-office >. Then they thought 
about 
"The 
Loves 
of 
Georges 


Sand," which obviously 
wouldn't 


do, though quite box- official, 
as 


loves -always are. Currently they're 
tagging it "The Song That Lives 
Forever" — but don't you believe 
thai one, either. 


Universal has an untitled num- 


ber called "San Diego, 
I 
Love 


You." 
That's ,1 title, but how long 


will it last? Though I 
too love 


San Die^o, I still 
say 
the 
title 


hasn't a ch'.mcc— unless t h e y 'r e 
counting on the war- swollen pop- 
ulation of our southern neighbor 
to foot the bill. 


Titles that went with hit nov- 


els or plays are about 
the only 


titles that stand a chance of stick- 
ing no matter how confusing they 
may be to non-readers. "National 
Velvet"— which is about a little 
girl named Velvet who races her 
horse in the Grand National steeple- 
chase — will remain "National Vel- 
vet" despite the folks who 
may 


think it.'s a talc of nation- wide 
luxury. And "Lady in the Dark," 
which sounds like a murder mys- 
tery to the uninitiated, never under- 
went re-chrislening. 


Terribly important matter, titles, 


Probably the worst title pinned on 
a movie uvrfecent years was "The 
Human Coimby"— uutil you'd seen 


the picture. So many people slipped 
past that title through the 
turn- 


stiles, some of them probably ex- 
pecting Mickey Rooney to do an 
Andy Hardy, that it became a top 
title of its year. 


Maybe there's an untitled moral 


in the fact. 


Hollywood— It seems to us old- 


timers sometimes that the world- 
shaking questions which agitate 
Hollywood aren't nearly as world- 
shaking as they used to be. What 
we get now, when we're stirring a 
stew in the cinema cauldron, 
is 


problems like should Lamour wear 
or not wear a sarong, should Dur- 
bin sing or keep quiet, should Si- 
natra ditto. 


These are all very weighty mat- 


ters, 
obviously. 
Yet, somehow, 


none of them stack up against the 
fat-chewing substance afforded a 
previous movie generation by 
a 


smile, or lack of same, or the dead 
pan of one Buster Keaton. In those 
old days many a speak easy bar- 
rail sagged under the weight of this 
discussion, and who knows how 
many beautiful friendships 
were 


split over the issue "Should Bus- 
ter smile?" 


Just to show how enduring the 


controversy was, it's up again to- 
day, and so is Buster Keaton, one 
of the funniest little guys who ever 
made an old-timer howl.
